1977, 7 Unsolved -

The City of Columbus 
closed out the year of 1977 
with a total of 73 
homicides, in comparison 
with 57 in 1976, according 
to Homicide Sgt. Thomas 
O. Aurentz. 

He provided the 
following breakdown of the 
73 killings: Of 28 white vic- 
tims, 22 were males and six 
females. Twenty seven of 
the assailants were males 
and five females. 

There were a total of 45 
black slayings, 36 males 
and nine femaies. Males 
accounted for, 38 of the 
killings, while seven were 
committed by females,

Moss, who has children 
at Douglas and Fair 
elementaries, noted that 
“children, because of their 
color, won't be allowed to 
go to a very fine school.” 

Supt. Joseph Davis 
responded by citing US. 
District Judge Robert M. 
Duncan's- July 29 court ox- 
der, which said that altér- 
native schools in existence 
may be maintained, so 
long as they remain in 
racial balance. 

Under the guidelines, 
which will apply to. the 
1978-79 school year, 
students. presently atten- 
ding an alternative school 
under the Columbus Pian 
will automatically be per- 
mitted to continue. Twenty- 
five percent of the 
building's capacity will be 
reserved for neighborhood 
applicants, with a lottery 
drawing to be held in the 
presence of a represen- 
tative-parent group. The 
remainder of the 
enroliment will be drawn 
by lottery from the city-. 
wide applications. 

The 25 percent rule will 
be only for the 1978-79 
school year. After that, all 
new students will apply un- 
der the city-wide process. 

School officials say the 
procedure will assure ap- 
propriate racial balance, 
provided there are suf- 
applicants 
representing both racial 
categories.

Take Care: Snow 
Shovel Can Kill 


A-snow shovel may look 
harmless, but if not used 
cautiously, it could be a 
killer, a spokesperson for 
the Central Ohio Chapter 
of the Heart Fund warns. 

Mrs. Mary Henderson, 
1663 €. Maynard Ave., 
says, “Every winter 
following a heavy snowfall, 
our communities.are hit 
with a flurry of heart attack 
deaths, most due to over- 
exertion from. snow 
shoveling.” Henderson is 
campaign chairman of 
Ward 25. 

Snow shoveling is a 
strenous exercise: It may 
look light as it floats softly 


“to the ground, -but- snow 


quickly packs down and 
becomes quite heavy on 
the end of a shovel. . 

“Anyone unaccustomed 
to regular physical activity, 
especially those persons 
over 45, can easily overdo 
it,’ Henderson said. 
“These persons should 
shovel slowly and rest of- 
ten.” 

The heart association 
advises that anyone 
shoveling snow, despite 
age, should take oc- 
casional breaks. Even the 
healthy man can push him- 
self to the point. of 


exhaustion or even heart 
attack. 
Henderson. said, “Fol- 


lowing these heart asso- 
ciation tips can help keep 
shat snow shovel “in your

A.Birthday To Remember 


Thursday, January 12, is the birth- 
day of the lamented Martin Luther 
King, Jr. In some states and cities, it 
will be observed as a holiday. Many 
communities and organizations will 
have fitting memorial services, 

In Atlanta, the city of his birth, a 
citizens committee is conducting a 
five day program of observance. . 

No Black man in this centu 
reached the leadership heights o' 
this sainted man. That he died a mar- 
tyr, is of itself a perpetual memorial to 
him. That his ministry in the all too 
brief years of his life, inspired and 
furnished leadership for so many 


After the tragic end of the Recon- 
struction period, (1900) elected Black 
officials were practically @ thing of 
the past. Poll tax, grandfather 
Clauses, the one-party South, the Kiu 
Klux Klan, all combined to make the 
13th, 14th and 15th Amendments to 
the Constitution just scraps of paper. 

It has been a long, hard road to the 
present when we now have over 
4,311 Black elected public officials. 
The list starts with two Lieutenant 
Governors and runs all the way down 
to township trustee. 

The comeback trail started in the 
North. The first Black Congressman 
elected in this century, was Oscar 
DePriest of Chicago (1928).. 

After the Supreme Court's decision 
of “One man, one vote,” elected of- 
ficlals in both the. North and South 


people, places him:in a niche that no 
history can ignore. 

There are many legacies that Mar- 
tin. Luther King, Jr., left, not to Black 
people, butsto all peoples. We think 
the greatest one, was the un- 
selfishness of his service to his 
fellow man. i 

Martin Luther King, Jr., laid the — 
foundation and designated the tools 
for all of us to use in our quest for 
freedom and civil rights. His passing 
left a big void-one that we have not 
as yet come close to filling. 

Long may the memories of Dr. King 
reverberate down the annals of time.

As _-reported in this newspaper 
recently, ground has been broken 
and the actual installation of cable is 
to begin within a matter of days, if it 
has not already begun as of this 
writing. Arrangements have been 
made with the city's Community Ser- 
vices Dept. to train KBLE staffers un- 
der the Federal Comprehensive 
Education and Training Act (CETA). 

Shares in the corporation are to be 
sold to the general public,-with em- 
phasis on those in the KBLE fran- 
chise area, at prices which should be 
within the means of most area 


) sidents. 
It is olear that William T. Johnson, ' 


president of KBLE Ohio, his wife, 
Gloria, corporate treasurer and Cur- 
tis Strozier, secretary, intend to make 


real sense. 

When Columbus City Council 
enacted legislation governing CATV 
franchising in 1969, they mandated 
the administration to “reserve” at 
least one service area for a minority- 
controlled concern. Mayor Tom 
Moody and his utilities director, 
Robert Newlon, have diligently 
followed through on that mandate, 
practically bending over backward to 
help first the ill-fated Advance CATV 
and then its successor, KBLE, to get 
their act together. 

Bill Johnson, who, as attorney for 
the now-defunct Advance CATV, saw 
first-hand the difficulties facing such 


whole thing off as a lost cause and 
concentrated full-time on his 
lucrative law practice. Instead, he 
decided to take the reins into his own. 
hands and, at the risk of public em- 
barrassment, to try to make the 
dream_a reality. 

Mayor Moody and Utilities Dir. 
Newlon, in the face of Advance’s 
inability to get off the ground, could 
have said “well)’we tried” and then 
parcelled out the area to-the city’s 
three functioning CATV firms with 
very little political risk. Instead, they 
held out to the last, even in the face 
of mounting pressure from area 
residents, who were so hungry for 
cable they no longer cared who 
provided the service. 

The | persons. named. and many 
others jat all levels of government 
and In the private sector have made 
profound contributions to the suc- 
cess of this ambitious project. To all 
those involved, our thanks and 
congratulations. . 

It should be noted that as far as 
CATV is concerned, Columbus is the 


cable market in the nation. As such, 
the eyes—of the entire com- 
munications industry are watching 
closely to see if the venture succeeds 
or fails. 

Whether it succeeds or fails will 
depend, in the last analysis , upon 
how well this community supports it. 
Johnson, Johnson, Strozier, Moody, 
Newlon and the rest have done and 
are doling their part. ;

; hurry and confusion of the hour and, 
the eager desire to have the Union 
restored, there was more care for the 
sublime superstructure of the 
Republic than for the solid foun- 

* dation upon which it could alone be 
upheld.” 

—At every turn of events in this 
nation’s history, it has always 
decided human rights issues on the 
basis of racism. This is especially 
true as it relates to Indians and 
Negroes, 

In_ analyzing. the- feeling and—ac- 
tions of the White man, Douglass 
said: “Power concedes nothing 
without a struggle. It never has and it 


never will.” It is this attitude that has _ 


shaped race relations in this country 
since the arrival of the first Blacks. 
Therefore, the only way to eradicate 
this pernicious racism, is to exert a 
greater power against it. It was felt 
that, with the adoption of the 13th, 
14th and 15th Amendments to the 
United States Constitution, that the 
Implied force of law would be suf- 
ficient to counteract the racial ef- 
fects of slavery. ; 
We know now that this isn’t so. The 
sell-out of the newly freed slaves by 
Ohio's Rutherford B. Hayes for the 
presidency of the United: States, en- 
trenched racism in the practice and 
lives of this nation to a far greater ex- 
tent than any laws enacted by 
Congress. Will Durant, the historian, 
Put his finger on the obstinancy of 
racism when he said: “Moral codes

The long history of tacism in the 

life of the people of this nation is one 
of the main reasons President Jimmy 
Carter nor any other American can- 
not convince people of other nations 
that our pronouncements on human 
rights have any sincerity behind 
them. ' 
Kelly Miller, one. of our noted 
historians, wrote in one of his pam- 
phiets that: “In order to make our- 
selves worthy devotees of a 
righteous cause it fs not necessary 
that we should be free from sin, but 
that we acknowledge our sin, and 
promise to do so no more.” 

This._is the hard decision that 
White America is not as yet willing to 
make. The White churches’ hands 
are so deeply involved in it, that they 
cannot accept a leadership role. 
President Carters’ own church just 


recently split over the issue. It is’ 


most difficult to get any laws passed 
in any legislative body against 
racism because—these elected of- 
ficials place racism ovef their oath 
and Constitutional obligations. 

Racism has made more: hypocrites 
out of White Americans than guilty 
consciences can atone for. The cost 
of racism is’ one of the greatest 
wastes of taxpayers’ dollars in the 
history of this nation. 

The vicious tenacles of racism per- 


meates every facet of American life. - 
In many cities of this nation, itis all: 


but bankrupting our school. systems. 
The human misery it has caused is 
beyond estimation. 

What is needed today, is for more 
Americans to have their eyes opened 
to the problem like Secretary 
Califano has. :

Black Americans who are reaily 
fighting for a piece of the American 


economic pie, have usually done so amid : 


an American economy that continued to 
grow by leaps and bounds, and even — 
though the minority striver was at the 
bottom of the totem pole, the scraps that 
fell from an abundant table were, while-- 
not sufficient for parity, at least tolerable.

Even the beleagured English pound has 
been gaining in value as against the 
dollar. For the nonce, this seems to have 
its most potent effect on Ameérican 
tourists visiting foreign countries, and 
upon the speculators who deal in 
currences, and follow avidly the rise and 
fall of values on the world market. 

Another’ factor is America's 
burgeoning trade deficit, causing the 
U.S. to contemplate high tariffs against 
Japanese imports, including steel and 
autqmobiles, as a protective measure to 
assist faltering U.S. producers of these 
products. 

To date, our overseas worries have 
been largely alleviated by the multi- 
national corporations and banking in- 
terests, which have built vast fortunes on 
the backs of cheap peasant 
throughout the world. Much of that lush 
profit has been extracted at the expénse 
of food, clothing, shelter, medicines, and 
other needs of deserving deprived 
people all over the globe. — 

Now the developing nations, par- 
ticularly in Africa and Asia, are opeeking 
up and challenging the existing state 
affairs. They note that the present world 
order was drawn up by and for the rich 
nations during the colonial era, and even 
though a number ‘of nations have 
become “independent”, they are still 
dependent on the fich architects that 
have brought world crisis.

The rich nations still control over three 
quarters of the world’s, wealth and_ in- 
come and use these awesome economic 
controls to mould the direction of the 
world in their own interests. However, the 
developing nations have awakened to the 
realities of their plight and are ready tc 
fight for a new world order. They are 
determined to end their state of depen- 
dency. From political change, they are 
geared to fashion an economic ear- 
thquake to shake the foundations of the 
old colonial order.

Solons Focus On Schools 


The Ohio General Assembly met in a two day 
session last week during which it gave some in- 
dications of what it will attempt to accompisih in this 
important election year. 

nacting legislation designed to bail financially 
distressed schoo! districts, appears to be high on the 
agenda of the Democratic controlled legisiature. The 
lawmakers are also expected to set in motion a plan 
to determine exactly why some schoo! district tills 
have been drained to the point of having to borrow 
from banks to keep their doors open. 

Rep. Les Brown, Columbus freshman who has a 
plan to bring relief to the needy school districts 
without drawing on the state coffer. He introduced a 
bill in the House last week to allow county taxing 
Spenciee to borrow against the anticipated settlement 
of the bankrupted Penn-Central Railroad and use it to 
shore up school! districts budgets. His proposal H.B. 
994 automatically went to the House Reference Com- 
mittee which has. the power to assign bills to a stan- 
ding committee for public hearings, or to pigeon-hole 
them until dooms day. 

The Cleveland School District also received some 
special attention in the Senate last week. Sen. M. 
Morris Jackson, chairman of the Education Commit- 


_ tee, is chairing the pane! which is to look into the 


school districts’ acute money problem. 

Jackson, ‘Assistant Senate President Pro Tem, 
authored a bill which eased school districts’ financial 
plight last November. The bill, as passed by the 
Senate and House, allowed nine school districts to 
defer bank loans, due Dec. 31, 1977 to the same date 
1978. As a result, the Cleveland district and the eight 


* others that had run out of money, can remain open 


through 1976. \ 

Rep. Casey Jones, Toledo, was appointed to a joint 
committee on racial integration in public schools. 
Jones, like Jackson and Brown is black. His appoint- 


ment was announced by House Speaker Vern Riffe. 


Although the session lasted only two days, the 
House passed and sent to the Senate a bill designed 
to give convicted criminals a clean record after 20 
years. This would not apply to criminals convicted of 
violent felonies. ‘ 

if approved by the Senate and signed into law by 
Gov. James A. Rhodes, an ex-prisoner who has noi 
been convicted for anything other than a traffic law 
violation for 20 years after parole, may apply to acom- 
mon please court for expungement of his prior record. 
But he would have to pay a $50 application fee. 

The House passed a similar bill two years ago, but 
it was allowed to die a slow death in a Senate commit- 
tee. Whether the Senate leadership has had a change

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HOUSIING AID CONTROVERSY: 


There's a major behind-the-scenes battle going on 
in Washington centered on federal housing programs. 

The federal! budget for-fiscal year.1979 is now-being 
drawn up and the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development wants budget authority to fund up to 
550,000 subsidized housing units, an increase of 
about-180,000 over current levels. 

Few would dispute the need for such a large scale 
program. The need is there -— the private housing 


~market virtually excluded moderate income families 


and there is a built-in demand for low-cost housing 
due to the three-year moratorium on federal hbusing 
programs for the Nixon Administration. 

An expanding federal housing program would also 
give a badly needed boost to the econony. More 
housing starts means more jobs and a consequent 
pick-up in consumer spending. 

But the Office of Management and Budget is said to 
be fighting HUD’s budget request. Reports Indicate 
that OMB is trying to slice the budget authorizdtidn to 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 270,000 new 
housing units. That's less than ‘half the numbé 4U 
wants and it would mark a major cut for presen 
levels. : 

The budget-cutters are also resisting programs 
designed to increase mortgage-lending in” urban 
neighborhoods, and to subsidize new apartments for 
moderate income workers~caught in the trap of 
making too much to qualify for most public housing 
and too little, to afford free market rentals.

.ago. This is a direct contradiction of President Car- 
ter’s stated position on housing duriing the 1976 
campaign, when he was bitterly critical of the lack of 
housing for low-income families. One. of his first acts 
as President was to promise that the federal govern- 
ment would “stimulate housing production, especially 
for low-income people and the elderly" as one of its 
“top priorities.” 

Ironically, the HUD-OMB battle over the federal 
housing program takes place in the context of the Ad- 
ministration’s attempt to frame a new national urban 
policy. Provision of decent housing has to be one of 
the main pillars of such an urban policy, but shrinking 
federal housing programs would only mean worsen- 
ing urban conditions. <a 

It is estimated that some 14 million families live in 
substandard housing or in homes costing excess- 
ive amounts relatives to their homes. The need 
for continued federal housing programs is pressing 
and likely to remain so for a long long time to come. 
The hard-nosed, budgeting-cutting approach to such 
programs not only contradicts Administration 
promises for more housing production and for uban 
revitalization, but it raises fears that the real intent is 
ultimately strip HUD's housing programs to the barest 
minimum. 

The nation’s housing needs can't be tailored to de- 
sires to limit the budget. That's like getting rid of the 
Army because it costs so much. Budgets have to be 
framed to meet national needs and priorities, not the 
reverse. The Administration can't allow itself to be put 
in the position of proposing tax cuts and then cutting 
back on housing to keep budget deficits down. 

Sound national housing policy. dictates sharply- 
expanded public Nousing production and subsidies 
targeted to cities and other areas of greatest need; 


meshed with a comprehensive urban policy that’ 


revitalizes the cities. 

HUD has moved boldly to reverse past practices of 
urban. neglect. It is concentrating its programs in ur- 
ban areas, placing a new emphasis on low-income 
families, and combatting racial and class discrim- 
ination in the use of federal community development 
grants. 

Now it has to expand its housing programs to make 
up for past neglect, present shortages, and future 
needs. In this, it should have the full backiing of the 
Administration. :

But something did yield -

An older gentleman 
looked out his window to 
see what opponents his 
dogs had found and obser- 
ved the youths in action. 
He phoned neighbors 
who began to peek 
through their windows and 
one phoned the police.-- 

The youths proceeded 
down the street, but sud- 
denly discovered them- 
selves being accosted: by 
an officer who returned 
them to the scene and 
found people identifying 
them as the two who had 
tried to break in the house. 
At the end of all the ac- 
tions, the two very popular 
youths found themselves 
arrested, indicted and 
placed on trial. 

The striking thing is that 
one of the youths found 
himself faced with several 
blacks as witnesses to 
what he had tried to do. 

When he was found 
guilty of the charge, his 
mother left the courtroom 
in tears — those who love 
are always: the ones who 
are hurt. But the most im- 
portant angle -was that 
people got involved. They 
showed their faces in court

No one wants to jam jails 
with black youths or men, 
but the combined com- 
munity effort to report 
outlaw actions and aiding 
the police in conviction by 
telling what was seen 
might land so many of 
them there that the remain- 
der will think a whole lot 
before they go into crime. 

No one wants to be a tat- 
tletale, an informer or the 
snitch, but the action takes 
oh another name — “self 
defense’’ -- when _ it 
mounts to combating 
those who would steal 
even the kitchen sink that 
costs money for 
ranlacement. 


What the good citizens 
mentioned above did was 
to try to preserve what they 
had worked for.instead of 
sharing it with free 
booters, highway boys or 
men, and others who make 
chumps out of hard 
working people. 

" What those citizens may 
have started was a cleanup 
of crime, the eradication of 


‘an element- which has 


made it. hazardous for 
people to walk the streets 
at night or day. Maybe the 
would-be fast dollar boys 
will try another and more 
honest way to make a 
living than to burglarize 
and then sell. : 

This column has brought 
up the matter before that 
there would be no oc- 
cas to burglarize in 
most instances if there 
were no market for the 
stolen goods.

Federal Watchdog Must Watch 


Effective government ac- 
tion to reverse the con- 
tinuing trend toward two 
separate and* unequal 
societies in the United 
States remains critical. 


Many government 
programs to serve 
minorities and the poor are 
on the federal law books. 


How well are the various federal agencies implemen- 
ting these programs? Are. the agencies doing what 
the programs are intended to do?: 

In addition to passing laws, congress is: also 
charged with overseeing their implementation. This 
oversight or watchdog responsibility, | am sorry to 
report, is too often overlooked. | feel strongly that 

~none- of these is effective.until it is actually serving 
the people. 

On a number of occasions _my_ oversight. efforts 
have revealed serious: inadequacies in federal 
programs, and these findings have often resulted in 
agencies changing their practices. 

Let me ‘cite two examples, one in the field of 
children's health and one in federal assistance to low- 
income homeowners. ‘ 

EPSDT There is a federal program which is inten- 
ded to assure that low-income children. receive 
regular, high quality medical examinations, preventive 
care and necessary treatment. It is called the Early 
and Periodic Screening, Diagnosis and Treatment 
(EPSDT) Program. 


After Congress passed the EPSDT legislation in | 


1967, it took the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare until 1972 to issue the EPSDT operating 
regulations and longer still to get started. Further- 
more, the program has not worked as intended. 

It is* painfully clear that no segment of our 


population is more in need of regular and complete 


medical examinations than the children of poor 
families. Therefore, | investigated the failure of this 
program with the help of the General Accounting Of- 
fice, Congress’ independent audit agency. 

We found in Illinois, for example, a screening rate

To _ improve this situation | am encouraged by a 
proposal to Congress from President Carter for a new 
Child Health Assessment Program to revise substan- 
tially the existing EPSDT program. This will provide 
much higher financial incentives for the states to 
move out and identify the poorest children, have them 
examined, and have them treated. 

Homeowners Assistance Program Another exam- 


ple of effective Congressional oversight work is with ~ 


the Section 518(b) program of the federal 
Homeowners Assistance Program. The need for 
adequate and safe housing in our cities is pressing. 

Many of my constituents wrote to me detailing dif- 
ficulties they were having with HUD, so | started an in- 
vestigation. In this program many tow-income home 
buyers relied on government appraisals to uncover 
structural problems when they boug eir homes. 

However, in the appraisal such dangerous problems 
as worn-out roofs, defective heating systems, and rot- 
ten porches and steps were often overlooked. The 
homeowner claims resulting from these conditions 
were badly mishandled by HUD. 

As a result ot my investigations with the help of the 
Comptroller General of the United States, the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development agreed this 

year to reconsider thousands of unpaid and under- 
paid claims by homeowners. 

Federal Urban Ombudsman This December | met 
privately with President Carter at the White House. 
Our discussion ranged over a wide my of issues af- 
fecting my partly ressed, urban Congressional 
District on Chicago's South Side in particular and ur- 
ban America in general. 

| suggested to_the President that a comprehensive 
urban revitalization program include appointing a 
Federal Urban Ombudsman. The responsibility.of the 
Federal Urban Ombudeman would be to respond to 
complaints of citizens and local government officials 
when a federal program is not meeting the needs of 
those whom it was designed to serve. 

Congress appropriates each year billions of dollars 
for federal programs to revitalize our urban areas. 
Past program management practices like those un- 
covered in-my oversight work have cost taxpayers 
millions of dollars. Such agency 
mismanagement has contributed to continued urban 
blight.
